THE CITY ELECTION

For Counotlmon and School Trus-
tees Oflloors of Registra-

tion Appointed.

The election for three members of
the board of councllmon and two
members of the board of school

, trustees for each of the three wards
in the city will take place, under the
present city charter Saturday, De-

cember 3d next. As the charter for
the third class cities, in which Frank-
fort is included, will probably be
passed by the Legislature sometime
within the next twelve months, the
terms of the two boards to bo elected
will expire after the regular election
in November, 1893. Registration for
the forthcoming municipal election
"will begin Tuesday, November 8th,
and continue for three consectutive
days, and to provide for this registra-
tion, County Judge Williams, SheriiT
Noel and County Clerk Smith, as the
law requires, made the appointment
Monday of the following officers:

First Ward Jno. S. Harrod and
John M. Coleman judges, and R. H.
Frazier clerk.

Second Ward John E. Kirtley and
J. W. Milam judges, and Jud Brislan
clerk.

Third Ward H. D. Harrod and J.
TVf. Todd judges, and R. H. Phillips
clerk.
' The new Constitution, practically
fixed the seat of Government in this
city and giving stability to property
valuation which has heretofore been
materially affected by the constant
Capital removal agitation, has in-

spired a confidence in the future
.growth and prosperity of the cityy
which, In the many buildings during
the past year and the recent con-
struction of the street railway, attest
the opening of the most? important
era in the history of Frankfort. It is
a period when the management of
.public affairs should be placed in the
lands of those who are most capable
of insuring an honest, Bafe and yet
wisely liberal administration. The
city council deals directly with mat-ters-'whi- ch

press most closely upon
the city's welfare and the attention
of the people. It has power to levy
and expend more' tax money propor-
tionately than the county and State
governments together require. The
school board is entrusted with the
duty of expending the public educa--cation- al

fund and regulating the sys-

tem which vitally concerns nearly
every parent in the city, and yet
when the question of a selection of
the best and most suitable men for
both of these boards is raised, those
who are known by their reputation
and Buccessin business to be eminent-
ly qualified to dischrage this impor-
tant duty, decline to serve, either
because thev are unwillintr to make
the small sacrifice demanded of their j

time or because they shrink from en-

gaging in a contest for public otOce.
They are an integral part of the
whole and what affects the general
good is certain to affect each citizen
whose interests are identified with
the city's future. To a reader of the
times, it appears that this is the
"tide in the affairs" v of the city
"whioh, taken at the flood, leads on
to fortune;" but if omitted,' "all the
Voyage" of its after life will be
'bound in shallows and in, miseries."

'In fact every consideration prompts
the selection this year of1 the very
best material in the city for council- - as
men and school trustees ana tnere bo
should either be a united action in
nomination a citizens' ticket or else
each party should have none but
its most worthy and public spirited
citizens to stand for oin6e.

Kentucky River Improvements.

Gen. Casey, Chief Engineer of the
United States Army, of Washington
City, and Major A. M. Adams, of the
staff at Cincinnati, were in the city
Monday inspecting the Kentucky
river improvements to navigation.
Accompanied by Capt. J. V. Hoag,
jr., who is in charge of the river im-

provements, with headquarters in
this city, the party made the trip up
the river on the government steamer
Kentucky and examined Locks Nos.
6' and 6, and also the location of Lock
No. 7, which is placed at a point
about nine miles above the Cincin
nati Southern high bridge.

As the Beattyville lock, on which
the Goverment has uselessly expend
ed 100,000, is to be discontinued, the
Department at Washington has
nrflorfirl r.hnr, r,h lnrtro nmrmnf. rS
stone gotten out for that lock be uti-
lized

)

in building Lock No. 7. This
will probably add as much as $30,000
to the recent amount of 150,000 ap-
propriated for next year's work and
materially contribute to the speedy
completion of the projected lock.
At present nothing can be done to-

wards No. 7, except to level the
ground and get out the timber. The
stone at Beattyville will be floated
down on the first freshet, and as soon

possible next spring tho work will
entered upon vigorously.
